Plan to Change
Tenement Law

Proposal Called "Scheme
by Somebody to Take
Advantage of the Public
Need for Private Greed"

Workers Against Move
Trade Organizations Say Va¬

cant Flats on East Side
Cannot Be Made Habitable

The proposal to let down the bars in
the tenement house law on the ground
that it will make possible the remodel-
ing and use of many thousand vacant
tenements on the East Side, and so re-

lieve the housing crisis, will have vig-
orous opposition from at lcast three
sources, it developed yesterday. First
will be the people who live in that dis-
triet, as representcd by the Unitcd He-
brew Trades and other similar organ¬
izations; second, the Charity Organiza-
tion Society, through John J. Murphy,
chairman of the Tenement House Com¬
mittee, and last, but not least, the
Ter.ement House Department.
"Any attempt to lower the bars in the

tenement house act will do no good,"
said Mr. Murphy yesterday. "No law
can make those vacant flats habitable.
A change in the law can do great dam-
nee -to all except some private inter-
ests. The scheme is an attempt by
somebody to take advantage of public
need for private greed. You can make
that stronger if you know how."
Commlssioner Frank Mann, of the

Tenement House Department, was

equally emphatic.
"Those flats are not illegal now," he

satd. "They are just unlivable. A
uood many could be made fit to live ln,
but it would not pay. The only thing
that ir. needed to make the experiment
is. cash to spend. Any change in the la v
would do nothing but damagc."

Will Fight Proposition
Morris Feinstone, seeretary of the

United Hebrew Trades, speaks for
nearly half a million workers. "Tene¬
ments are bad enough now," he de-
clared. "If there is any change the
law ought to be strengthened. The
present crisis is no excuse for that sort
of thing. If the proposition once
cctnes into the open you will find the
entire United Hebrew Trades, and just
as surely every other labor organiza-
tion, tijrhting it, and tighting hard."
The tigures that have been given as

'o the possibilities of these vacant fiats
have been alluring. The number has
been put at 18,000. and tho cost of re-
con.^tr'iction has been declared smn.ll
if the law could be air.endod. No bill
making any specilic ehanges in tho
laW h,as yet been introduced in Al-
b;;ny, but the Dodge bill, which per¬
mits the Board of Appeals to modify
01 arnul at will any part of the tene¬
ment house law, is believed by the op-
ponents of the ehanges to be a "cover*'
¦"or the scheme.

Figures compi>d last year by the
Tenement House Depiirtment show that
the number of flats vacant is far below
the figurc given. though the cxact facts
will not be known till the new censu>
is completed. about May 1. A year aj;o
there wer° 18,107 empty fats in Man-
hattan. Of tiio^o 10,fl78 were below
Fourteonth Street, and their average
rental was under S10 a month. The
books of agents who handle bi<r East
Side am! other tenement properties
show that there has been a consider-
able rer.'ing of vacant apartments dur¬
ing the last year. from 33 to 50 pec
cent of last year's lists having been
absorbed. That .would mean that in
the district given there are not to-day
more than 5,000 to 7.000 such apart-
ments.

Apartments C'a|led "Unlivable"
T'r.e* reason they are vacant is plain

enough. They are, as Mr. Mann sa:d.
"unlivable.'' ln the t':rst place, of the
10.078 vacant places 9,428 were in "old
law'" tejiements, whish means that they
were at least nineteen years old. When
the new law was passed they were per-
mitted to continue without alteration.
They are perfectly lejral. If they are
t > be rented they must be changed,
and the law permits any kind of
ehanges that will be an improvement.
So, Mr. Murphy declares, all the land-
lords have to do in to go ahead.
Look at a few of these tenement-.
Here is a six-story "old law" build-

ing. Down the center runs a six-foot
airshaft. From the uppor windows
fa'ls a steady rain of garbage old
papers. sweepings, decayed vegetables
and tin cans. The stuff festoons tho
v indow ledges, hangs on the rone? tha*.
stretch across, but finally, in various
f-'ajres of decay, it landa at the bottom,
At the bottom are two windows. The
refuce pile rcaches the sills. No air

can get 'here. and no sun. Those win«
dows are the only air and lighting
equipment of a four-rpom tenement.
There are other thing3 wrong with it.
There i« no running water that has to
be carried from a faucet in the back
yard. There is no latrine that is in
ihe yard, also. Fallen plaster, pcel-
ing paint of course. This is one of
the "vacant flats" from which salva-
' on is hoped. No on" will live in it
now, when the choice is "doubling up"
tiil there are four or five inhabitants
to the room.

(hanges Would Be Costly
To make that place habitable, in any

senser, the whole airshaft must be en-
arged greatly. That will cost money.
The space taken from the flats that
touch the shaft on every floor will cost
money, too. Water and toilet facili-
ties, even the mo.;t primitive, will cost
more money.
"The ln'.s' is the minimum now," jtaid

Mr. Murphy. "What law could bi ;:
the iun down that shaft? What else
<'u'd put te;,ar.' '. ii *o the ftat. ? And
;f the law were rclaxed no one but a
fool would spend 'he rnoney to make
'he changen that would be required be
fore people would move in, even in
this crisis, because a« soori an the
crisi" i<v over the. place would fall
vacant again."

This case is typical of thousands or
those vacant places all needing a
practical rebuilding of the whole
¦tructure before they can be fit for
any breathing anima). With mmor
variationt it. could be duplicatcd in
every building in sorno blocks.
There are other re,-i ons for vacan-

ciea, One is a stahle. Built well back
into the middle of a block. it has
"evleted" scores of tenants, Fully five
hMndred windows look out over it. To
<>.i-h comes varying according to the
v. ..d the reek of 280 horscs. And 8ach
window niftrk'i a flat that cannot be
used tO-day. TTien there Mre houies
that. are in lltigation. ko that no one
knows who ha* » rijfht, to give lca«ex
not many of them, but adding some
hundreds of vacaril. flats to the total.
There ;* also a conslderable number
of vacant flats which >*'>¦ rnerely back
roomi of basement or tir*1 floor itoreo
srbich ar«« unoecupted.
Here is another type <,T vacancjr. Tn

the old <say. rnany houses wora bulll
w»|l ba<rk from the atreets, with deep
ffOJit ./hriix. irifty year* or more .K'i
otharr houses were sel ir.to these yarda,
nnd r.ow to rr-H'h »r.e older rtruetures
orns must pat-s through u Axtk and
siimy turinel and crosa h tlny paved
eoyrt.

garbnge. Three of the flats that are
on the same lovel are vacant. There
are a hundred such houses in this
block.
The tunnel Is worth notice. There

are fungi on tho walls, even in win-
ter. In th# house through which it
passes there is a single faucet, on the
first floor, for eight familics. The
toilets had been in the cellar, a place
so ewful that the tenants, uncomforted
by the fact that the arrangement was
legal, have moved out and stayed out.
Relaxation of the law would hardly
help in this case. The vacant houso. is
a hundred years old.

Jews to Discuss
May Rent Strike

Tenants9 League, Backed
by 1,000,000, to Per-
feet Plans for Drive
The Jewish Tenants' League, repre-

senting more than 800,000 Jews, will
meet Tuesday night at 175 East Broad¬
way to perfect plans for its drive
against the rent profiteer.
At this meeting, according to the an¬

nouncement made yesterday by Morris
Feinstone, secretary - of the United
Hebrcw Trades, sub-committees will be
appointed and there will bc further
discussion regarding the proposcd
strike of Jewish tenants on May 1.
"The Jewish Tenants' League," said

Mr. Feinstone, "will represent more
than 1,000,000 people and will be an or-
ganization of great power. After the
meeting Tuesday night wc will be ready
to get into real action. All machinery
for the big drive will be adjusted at
this session. All members of the gen¬
eral cxecutive board of the league will
be present and we have invited repre¬
sentatives of a number of organizations
to attend."

Senator Abraham Kaplan, a member
of the housing committee of the Legis-
lature, said yesterday he felt certain
an additional measure, introduced by
him on Wednesday, would beconte a
law. This bill will make it a misde-
meanor for landlords, in renting apart-
ments, to discriminate against families
with chiidren.

Discussi.-ig the measure, Senator
Kaplan said: "I have found many cases
of discrimination because of the pres-
ence of chiidren. There are a great
many chiidren in my Senatorial dis¬
trict, and if some few think it is a
crime to have chiidren it is about time
the state made it a crime for the land¬
lords to discriminate against chiidren.
Such a practice is even worse than
protiteering. If the bill is passed and
the law violated by a landlord hc can
be convicted of a misdemeanor and
sentenced to a term in prison not ex-
ceeding three years."
While individuals and various organ¬

izations weie waging lights against the
rent gougcr ycsterday, mcrchvants of
the city were active along the same
iines. Questionnaires were distrib-
uted among business houses of eigh-
teen trade associ-atior.s that have band-
ed together to light exorbitant in-
creases for loft and office space in
downtown office buildings. A survey
will be made of the rent situation as
it affects office tenants, and relief will
be sought in an appcal to the Legis¬
lature.

in the questionnaires merchants.
and manufacturers are asked to state
how much rent they are now paying
and whether they have been notilied
by property owners of proposed ad-
vances. Kach business man recciving
a questior.naiic will be rcquested to
state the specilic amount demanded.

Court Upholds
Ten-Cent Fare
On Coney Line

Decision in Favor of Ncw
York Consolidated After
Offieials Had Rnled to
Accept a Nickel Rate

More Raises Predicted
Bill to Insure Continu-

ance of Bus Line Is
Reply to Injunction

The right of the Ncw York Consoli-
dated Railroad Company to charge two
five-cent fares to Coney Island was in-
dorsed yesterday in the Appcllate Term
of the Supreme Court in Brooklyn,
which upheld tho decision of Justice
Neiper in the Municipal Court, permit-
ting the company to exact an extra fare.
The decifion rendered yesterday by

Justices Clark, Manning nnd Kelby, con-
stitutes the unusunl condition of a

transit company receiving the right to
charge an extra fare on a line on which
offieials of the company have declared
recently they did not care to incrcase
rates permanently.
When the question arose as to wheth-

er an increasc over the original five-
cent rate to Coney Island would be de-
manded permanently an ofiicial of the
Consolidated company recently said
that after May 1 a charge of only one
fare would be made.

Offieials in Doubt Over Fare
Asked last night concerning tho in-

tention of the company to take advan¬
tage of the court decision and continue
to charge ten cenls over the Sca Beach
line, company offieials said they did not
know at present.
The ruling is of vital consequenco not

only to thousands of persong who use
the Coney Island lines daily from New
York and Brooklyn, but might be con¬
sidcred a barometer, it was said i'>
braction circles last night, in the form-
incr of opinion hy the public and by
other legal and civic circles in their
handling of cases concerning increased
rates of fares on other lines.

T.ewis Nixon, Public Service Commis-
sioncr, said last night he would be pre¬

Mrs. Thorne Loses
$200,000 Damage Suit

Jury Finds She Was Not De-
tained in Bellevue Against

Her Will
The efforts. of Mrs. Mary Casey

Thorne to recovcr $200,000 damages
from Dr. Seth M. Millikcn ended in
the Supreme Court yesterday with
failure* when the jury returned a

vcrdict in favor of the defendant.
Mrs. Thorne sued becau«e of her in-

carceration in the psychopathie ward
of Bellevue Hospital, wtiere she was
detained five or six days, when she
was released on a writ of habeas
corpus, the court holding her sane.
She alleged that Dr. Milliken took her
to the hospital ln his autorhobile. The
physician was able to prove on the
stand that he did not take Mrs. Thorne J
to the hospital, and that she went!
there in an ambulancc which she sum-
moned. She was quoted as saying that
it would make good newspaper reading
to have it announced that a daughter-
in-law to the late Samucl Thorne, who
was a millionairo banker, had becomc
a public charge.
When the verdict was announced

yesterday counscl for Mrs. Thorne
moved to set it asido as being against
the weyjht of evidence, which Justice
Lydon refused to do.

Mrs. Thorne, a Barnard graduate
and former school teacher, Is the wife
of Joel Wolf Thorne, whom she is suing
for scparation, during the pendency of
which suit, she is receiving ?750 a
month alimonv.

When Crok-
er's friend. William J. Conncrs, heard
the story, he remarked:
"Dick has still got one good punch

loft in him, and it's my belief that be¬
fore this trial is over some one wil!
get it. His son?. ought to know him."

Harold Nathan, counsel for Mr.
Croker, departed for Palm Beach,
last night to take part. in the hearing
on the temporary injunction obtained
by three of the four Croker chiidren to
prevent the transfer of -any of the
Croker property to their stepmother.
Mr. Nathan, who asserted that Mr.
Croker's mind is "as alert and vigorous
as i: was i:i his paltniest days," de-
clarcd that as an evidence of his ability
to manage his own affairs Mr. Croker
was prepared to take the witness stand.
"The statement that Mr. Croker is

senile is as untrue as the charge made
by his chiidren that the present Mrs.
Croker was a well known figure on
Broadway," said Mr. Nathan.

One Daughter Not Involved
Mr. Nathan pointcd out that Mrs.

Florrncc Morris, a daughter of Mr.
Croker, now living in London, had not
joined with the other three chiidren in
the light to prevent their father from
transfcrring any more of his property
to Mrs. Croker. Concerning reports
thal Mrs. Morris would fro to Florida
to testify in behalf of her father, Mr.
Nathan said: "So far Mrs. Morris has
not apneared in the case. I don't know
that she will, but her non-appearance
in the action taken at Palm Beach indi-
catcs that she is not in sympathywith it."
